The stormy life of this ardent, inpul- 
sive mancame to a sudden close just 
when his friends thought he was surely 
recovering his health through a process 
a8 novel as it was wonderful. He cer- 
tainly greatly improved under the trans- 
fusion treatment, but it seems that it 
did not reach, or at least did not remove, 
his disease. 

He was born at Lexington, Ky., Feb- 
ruary 19, 1821, and was, therefore, little 
more than fifty-four years old when ‘he 
died. His venerable father is still liv- 
ing. Young Blair, after a liberal educa- 
tion, removed to St. Louis, where, in 
184], he began the practice of law. 
Since then he has been in rapid suc- 
cession a soldier, an editor, a politician, 
and very often an occupant of official 
positions. He was a private in 
the Mexican war, and a_ division 
commander in Sherman's army. He 
was repeatedly elected to the legislature 
and to congress» and in 1870 was chosen 
an United States senator. He owed his 
favorable start in political life largely to 
the German element in St. Louis, with 
whom he was, to the day of bis death, a 
| prime favorite. 

The later and riper years of his life 
were devoted to the support of constitu- 
tional principles. In the presidential 
canvass of 1868 he was the candidate for 
the vice-presidency on the ticket with 
Horatio Seymour. In 1872 he appeared 
in the Cincinnati convention to support 
Horace Greeley. In 1872 his senatorial 
term came to an end, and he figured lit- 
tle in politics afterwards. For the last 
year or two he has been in failing health. 
He was abrave man, but oftentimes a

(Washington Letter to the Courier-Journal. } 

Correspondent—I want you to tell 
me somewhat of your religious belief. 

Spotted Tail, after quite a pause, pro- 
ceeded, in answer to questions put by 
your correspondent and Major Howard, 
to talk very gravely, the following be- 
ing substantially what he said : 

“Most Indians believe in the Great 
Spirit, jn a heaven and inahell. But 
some are unbelievers, and think that 
when they die they are no more, just 
like the dog and tae horse. There are 
but two worlds, the one on which we 
live, and that one where the Great Spirit 
dwells, The spirit world is more than 
ten thousand times larger than this, its 
hunting fields have no end, and the 
game there is inexhaustible. Its flow- 
ers are more beautiful and fragrant than 
any we have ever known, and its maid- 
evs are as lovely as the colors of the 
clouds before a setting sun, and never 
grow old. The land does not have to 
be cultivated there, but every kind of 
good fruit, and in the greatest abund- 
ance, hang upon the trees and vines 
continuously waiting to be plucked. 
Nothing ever dies there, and the wants 
of all who go there are constantly and 
forever supplied without the necessity 
of any work. All good men, whether 
they are white or red, go to heaven, but 
a great difference will exist between the 
conditions of the races of men and indi- 
viduals there and what they are here.

Correspondent---But tell me. You 
know that when you die—when your 
people die—they rot like the horse and 
dog, and their bodies go into the earth, 
the air, and water. Low is it that you 
are to go to the spirit land, and do eve- 
rything there as individuals very much 
after the same manner that you do here? 

Spotted Tail—We go there as spirits, 
and there get new bodies, which the 
white man can not kill. 

Correspondent—Have you not heard 
through your missionaries about Jesus 
Christ, the Son of the Great Spirit? 

Spotted Tail—Yes, I have heard all 
about Him; how good He was; what 
great things He did; how He would 
help the bad man to be good, and how 
He would lead all who would listen to 
Him to the Great Spirit, His Father;

Mr. 8. B. White then delivered a brief 
and pertinent address in favor of the 
passage of the resolution. He said that 
while the investigating committee were 
sitting, Plymouth Church had made no 
effort to influence them in any way, and 
so it had been all through the trial. 
They had made no move whatever to- 
wards influencing the jury or anybody 
else in Mr. Beecher’s behalf. Their 
time had not come uatil to-night, and 
now we will show to the world that 
Plymouth can spend millions in defense 
of her: pastor’s innocence, but not one 
dollar for blackmail or bribery. 

The resolution was then put to a vote 
and passed unanimously. There were 
about four-fifths of the pew holders 
present at the meeting, which was a 
very enthusiastic one. It 1s generally 
understood among the congregation that 
this enormous salary is only for this 
year, and is mainly intended to help de- 
fray the expenses of the trial.
